The Heroine of Lake Erte. 


‘The dark, stormy close of November, 
1854, found many vessels on Lake dre, 
but the fortunes of one alone have, 
special interest for us. About that time 
the schooner Conductor, owned by John 
McLeod of the Providential Parliament, 
resident of Amherstburg, at the mouth 
of the Detroit river, entered the lake 
from that river, bound for Port Dal- 
housié, at the mouth of the Welland 
canal. She was heavily loaded with grain. 
Her crew consisted of Capt. Hackett,’ 
a Highlander by birth, and a skillful 
and experienced navigator, and six sail- 
ors. At nightfall, shortly after leaving 
those 
terrific storms, with which the late’ 
autumnal navigators of that “Sea of 
the woods,” are all too familiar, overtook 
them. The weather was intensely cold 
for the season ; the air was filled with 
snow and sleet; the chilled water made 
ice rapidly, encumbering the sehooner, 
and loading down her decks and rigging.

The Spirit Phetegrapher. 
Mumler, the spiritual photographer, | 
has been discharged by Justice Dowling, 
after a protracted trial. The proof 
against him amounted to nothing, since 
it failed to show that he had used any 
trick or artifice to produce the ghost 
pictures... True, it. wasshown how such 
effects can be produced in various ways, | 
without spiritual agencies; how it may 
be done by manipulations of the plates, 
and by mechanical contrivances in the 
camera itself, but it was not shown that 
Mumler had resorted to, any of these 
means. It was once thought he had 
been caught when an expert testified 
how mechanical contrivance might be in- 
troduced into the operation so ingenious- 
ly almost to defy detection; but as 
Mumler remarked to the court on his 
discharge, the best evidence of mechan- 
ical agency that could have been offered 
would have been his own camera with 
which he has operated so many years. 
Why, indeed, were not his instraments. 
seized and subjected to examination in 
court? It does not follow, however, be- 
cause Mumler’s process has not been 
detected, that it is what he pretends it 
to be, though he most solemnly stated 
that he had no part in producing the 
apparitions seen in his photographs, 
other than he had in taking the. picture 
of a living person. His statement to 
the court, in detailing how it happened 
that he became a spiritual photographer, 
contains some passages sufficiently inter- 
esting to be reproduced. He said: 

“In 1861, in the eity of Boston, 
while engaged in business as an en- 
graver, | wasin the habit of visiting a 
young man who was employed in a 
photographic gallery kept by a Mrs. 
Stewart, on Washington street. 
Occasionally I would experiment with 
the instrument and chemicals. One 
Sunday, while entirely alone in the 
gallery, I attempted to get a picture of 
myself; and thea it was that I first 
discovered, while developing it, that a 
second form appeared on the plate; at 
this time I had never heard of spirit 
pictures, although [ had been somewhat 
interested in the doctrine of spiritualism; 
at first I labored under what is now the 
general impression, that the plate upon 
which the picture was taken could not 
have been clean, and that the form 
which showed itself beside my own must 
have been left on the glass, and I so 
stated to my employer and others;) 
subsequent attempts, . however, made 
under circumstances which preclude 
such a possibility, have confirmed me 
inthe bélief that the power by which 
these forms are produced is beyond 
human control, and the experts that 
haye been called by the people have 
failed to produce a picture made in that 
manner. 

‘ | wish to state that at the time l 
developed the shadow or form above 
alluded to, | was 9 complete novice in 
the art of photography, and had no 
experience whatever in the composition 
of chemicals used in the business; and 
that my use ef them in my experiments 
at that time was simply in conformity 
with what I had seen my friend do, 
while himself engaged in his business. 
Aftey getting the form on the plate, at 
the suggestien of seyeral friends to 
whom | showed the plate, I made other 
attempts, and generally with most re- 
markable results. I then determined to 
leave my own business and deyote my- 
self to photography. 

“Before long the subject of spirit 
photography, and pasticylarly my sue- 
cess, bécame the theme of every tongue, 
and I was overrun with people of in- 
quiring minds, and obliged to go over 
und over again, for their pleasure, the 
routine of taking and developing the 
pictures ; for a long time I never refysed 
any person who came to investigate ; it 
soon. became apparent, however, that T 
must either stop it or pease to syp-" 
port myself, for, as a general thing,. 
these asurans, while greedy them- 
selves for intellectual food, seemed _ en- 
tirely oblivious to the fact that I myself 
was a material body. [ Laughter. } 

“ However, I can truly say that I 
haye never refused intentions!!v any 
person whe desired to have a picture 
taken from making every examination 
or inquiry they chose to make; and 
had I been allowed in this examination 
to haye produced evidence from abroad, 
I could have shown by scientific men, 
whose names would have satisfied every 
one; that the most careful and minute 
examinations have often been made into 
all the details of my business while l 
have been ‘engaged in taking pictures. | 
I solemnly assert that I have now put 
comparatively little knowledge of photo- 
graphy, or chemicals, or science of any 
kind, further than is absolutely needed 
to take ordinary photographie pictures. 
“If L had been engaged in such nefar- 
ious proceedings as I am charged with, 
the implements themselves would have 
been the strongest evidence against me. 
They were pot touched. They have, 
stood ever since in the position they 
always occupied in my gallery, and for 
the safety of others who may hereafter 
be called to occupy my place in @ court 
of justice, I sincerely hope that such. 
proceedings may cease.”’ | 


Printing Press Run With Gas. 


In San Franciseo, a fow weeks avo, 
by invitation of the proprietor of es 
Courier de San Francisco, a large pnum- 
ber of persons assembled in the press- 
room of that journal to witness the ope- 
rations of a new motive-power, which is 
to be used in running the press upon 
which that paper is printed. The ma- 
chine resembles the ordinary steam- 
engine, having all its parts; but the 
cylinder is move bulky, and instead of 
one it has two—one for the introduction 
of gas or air, and the other for its 
escape, The propelling agency, which 
takes the place of steam, consists of 
ninety parts of air and ton of ordinary 
illuminating gas; this compound is ia- 
troduced into each end of the cylinder, 
where it is alternately ignited by an 
electric spark from a Bunn battery, 
and the expansion of the air caused 
thereby acts on the pistom in the same 
manner 98 steam, ‘This engine is four- 
horse power, and when in full operation 
consumes twenty-five cubi¢ feet of gas 
per hour, and the expense of running it 
ten hours would be, the Alta estimates, 
‘one dollar and fifty centa. The Courier 
engine weighs only six hundred pounds, 
running without noise, or jar, needs no 
firemam or engineer, and obviates the 
danger of explosion or. conflagration.

Birth Place of the Benapartes. 


The Hon. 8. C. Cox, though a mem- 
ber of Comgress elect, from New York, 
is in bad health and traveling in Ku- 
rope under advice of his physician. Late 
letters have been published in the New 
York World, dated in Corisea, giving 
charming descriptions’ of the scenery 
and objects of interest in that renowned 
island. We abstract the following: 

Ajaccio would not be accounted much 
except for its bay and healthy situation, 
were it not the birth-place of the most 
remarkable man of the past thousand 

ears. It hasa fine gallery of paintings, 

nt that is a gift of one of the Napole- 
onic connections, Cardinal Fesch. It 
has a beautiful marble chapel, but that 
is amausoleum of the Napoleon family. 
It has an old cathedral, where Madam 
Letitia ‘was actuatomed to take the 
young Bonaparte to mass. It has some 
fine villas ; but chief among them, which 
we visited, was that of the Countess 
Bacciochi (still Bonaparte,) which that 
lady, just dead, has left to the young 
Prince Imperial. All the streets bear 
Napoleonic names. The cafes, also, are 
named after Jerome, or some others of 
the family. But. chief among the 
souvenirs of the great family is the 
house where Napoleon was born. Lt is 
situated next door to a hatter’s. I 
looked in upon the hatter at his work ; 
looked through the grated windows of 
his shop, and there, unconscious of his 
ennobling proximity, he was beating 
away at his trade. The house where 
the prinees of the earth first drew breath 
is next door to a hatter’s! *‘ We shall 
all meet at the hatter’s,” saith the} 
homely proverb. But let me be more 
Passing up a narrow street in th 
heart of the town, you come upon the 
Place Letitia; thence upon a little open 
spot, ornamented with trepical palms, 
shrubs and flowers. This plot was 
opened by the mother of Napoleon, by 
tearing down a house in front of her 
own. She used the house on one side 
of the plot as a stable and couch house. 
My hatter is opposite. The woman who 
showed ys the premises was formerly a 
waiting woman of Caroline Murat. She 
liyes in the old stable opposite my hat- 
ter, which is neatly fitted up. Upon the 
front of the Bonaparte mansion there is 
ap inscyiption, that within this house 
Napoleon was born. The house is large | 
—four stories—stone, evidently one of 
the best of itsday. It is hadly excelled 
even yet in Ajaccio. It shows that the 
family were well to doin the world. In 
fact, Madame Letitia’s family (the Ramo 
linis) were rich, and had, mauy estates 
upon the island. When she died, she 
bequeathed most of her furniture to the 
members of her family. The present 
Emperor has cgliected most of the 
articles and replaced them in-the house. 
Uur conductress told us what each object 
meant, and whose room this and that 
was. The second floor was the Madame’s 
bed chamber, dining room, salons, etc., 


to but the authors, to 


quite commodious. The floor above it 
was devoted to the sons. Here was_ 
Napoleon’s room and his bureau. The_ 
floor above that for the boys was that | 
occupied by the daughters. There was, 
a very small terrace looking out from | 
the reception yaqim, with flowers in pots 
—all in bloom. 
This reception room contained five 
little square mirrors, as high as your 
head, running down each side ; and three | 
other mirrors near them, and one grand 
mirror at either end of the room. In 
fact we counted some fifteen mirrors in 
inthis room. ‘Ihe Napoleons were well 
provided with looking glasses. We can- 
not say as much for any of the other 
houses we haveseen. What effect these 
mirrors had upon the young Napoleon, 
I leave with other reflections ‘ta the 
reader. .Two brackets for wax tapers 
hung below eaeh little mirror. ‘The 
ceiling was ribbed. It had heen newly 
plastered, with some little effort at 
frescoes. The mother’s portrait, very 
finely executed, hung over her dressing 
table. It presemts her asa splendid 
womam. The cabinets were inlaid with 
every clored marble, and very — ; 
some raré obiects sent by Napoleon 
from Hgypt- were seen. the chief 
attraction was the bed on which Napo- 
leon was born. It was wooden, rickety 
affair; near by it was the sedon chair of 
the Madame. It was well known—well, 
I will put it—politely—in French—that 
Madame Letizia surprise au leglise par 
les douleurs de UT enfantement le 15 Aout, 
1769 rapporte a son domicile! In_ this 
very sedan, the mother of our great 
Emperor was borne from the church, 
and on this very couch the little corporal 
first drew his breath. From this bed to 
St. Helena; from the capital to the 
Tarpeian Jjock! Fill up the gap— 
Arcoli, Austerlitg, Waterloo! Jiere in 
this house, he passed his time playing at 
soldiers with his fellows, and mourning 
because he had no moustache-—-till at 
the age of fifteen, he entered the military 
school at Brienne. _He returned home 
for yacations, and mixing his young 
ambition mo the daily round of boy- 
hood pleastres and walks, he at the 
same time imbibed from. the peculiar 
characteristics of the Corsicans their 
feuds and feelings, which his grand, 
gloomy and marvelous after-life illustra- 
ted. i 
Just ahoye us—where I write—we 
are pointed out a grotto made by the 


and musical with birds, as the favorite 
study spot of the young Napoleon. The 
spot commands a beautiful view of the 
bay and the snow-clad mountains around. 
From it can he seen, upon a clear day, 
the Island of Sardinia. Gardens 
oranges, from which we are permitted 
to pluck at pleasure, cover the slopes 
near by. Hedges of cactus—cactus 
piled on cactus—the famoys macchie, so | 
sweetly scented ; the arbutus, the myrtle 
the olive, and every kind of eolér o 
tree and flower here grow in the air of 
winter. It was within the circle of such 
influences of sun, sky, land and water, 
that the young Napoleon formed his 
plans of hfe. How many of them were 
realized, we can only guéss. One thing’ 
remains to be said—that in the hurly- 
burley of his active career he never for- 
got Corsica, He always intended to do 
more for her than he did. His last | 
thoughts were about his native soil.

I see parentheses in Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin and Jane Kyre and Shir- 
ley, where the authors stated, that here 
they stopped to wash the ink spots from 
their fingera;.or to make, bread or put 
kindling in the oven preparatory to it, 
while the celestial spark stood in abey- 
anee, Sometimes “stopped to wash 
baby ” might have been inserted on the 
margin opposite some interrupted pa- 
thetic passage, or ‘‘a pair of little 
breeches here demands attention: or 
‘‘a person who had nothing to say has 
just left, after taking two hours of my 
best time to say it; ’ or “the grocer or 
butcher having failed to send supplies, 
I here stopped to go and inquire into it,”’ 
or ‘little Bobby having the stomach.

Tunueling Uader thg Sea. 


A scheme has been proposed for unit- 
ing Ireland and Sootlant, so as to do 
away with the necessity of making a sea 
passage altogether. The entrance to the 
railway tunnel, by which it is to be ac-. 
complished, on the Irish side is to be 
from a point about midway between 
Cushenden and Cushendall, 0a the coast | 
of Antram, and on the Sestch side at 
Glenstrone, from whence it would run 
through the head af the Mull of Cantyre. 
The total length of the tunnel under 
water would be fourteen miles three fur- 
longs, and it i¢ said that the ground 
through which it would have to he made 
is — suited for tunneling opera- 
tions, and the sandstone for lining it can 
be had in any quantity on the Irish 
shore. It is proposed to construct the 
tunnel for a single line only, the extreme 
depth being twenty-one feet, and the 
clear width at the level of the rails fif- 
teen feet. It is proposed, however, to 
lay down three lines of rails to accom- 
modate wide and narrow gauge carriages. 
The gradjent at the entrance of the tun- 
nel oy the Trish side would be one in 
sixty for about five miles; it would 
then fall to one in eighty-two for about 
half that distance, and to one in 773 for 
about five miles in the center of the 
tunnel under the water, rising from that 
to one in 272, then to one in 113, then 
to one in sixty for about the same dis- 
tance as ea the Irish side, which von- 
tinues to the entrance of the tunnel on 
the Scoteh side. The estimated time 
that would be occupied in oe 
the tunnel is, allowing for all ¢ontin- 
gencies, under six years, and the cost 
under. four and a quarter millions. To 
pay a dividsnd of five per cent., the 
weekly earnings must be $42 per mile, 
and an estimate is appended to show 
that the gross earnings would be largely 
in excess of this amount, and that the 
mineral resources of the land in the im- 
mediate vigiuity of the Irish end of the 
tunnel would: be immensely developed. 
Nobedy will be disposed to deny that a 
railway communication between the two 
countries would be a yery desirable

Deteciives on the Piains, 


The most extraordinary skill that is 
exhibited in this part of the country, 
either by the white man or red native, 
is the practice of trailing. Here it may 
be accounted an art as much as musi, 
painting or sculpture is in the East. 
The Indian or trapper that is a shrewd 
trailer, is a man of close observation, 
quick perception and prompt action. 
As he goes along nothing escapes his 
observation, and what he sees and hears 
he accounts’ for immediately. Often 
‘not another step is taken until a mys- 
tery, that may present itself in this line, 
is- fairly solved. The Indian trailer 
will stand for hours in succession, to 
accouat for certain traces or effects in 
tracks, and sometimes give to the mat- 
ter uuremitting attention. for days and 
weeks, 

The trailer is not a graceful man, He 
carries his head much inelined, his eye 
is quick and restless, always on the 
watch, and is practising his art uncon- 
sciously, hardly ever crossing the track 
of a man or animal withont seeing it. 
When he enters a house, he brings the 
habit he contracted in the practice of 
his art with him. I know a trailer as’ 
soon a3 he euters my room. He comes 
in through the door softly, and with an 
air of exceeding caution. Before he is 
fairly in, or at least has sat. down, he 
has taken note of every article and per- 
son, though there may be a dozen vacant 
chairs in the room. He is not used to 
chairs, and, like the Indian, prefers a 
more humble seat. When I was em- 
ployed by Gen. Harney last summer to 
take charge of the Indians that were 
gathered here to form a new reservation, 
one day a guide and trailer came in to 
the General's headquarters. I told him | 
to be seated. He sat down on the floor, 
bracing his back against the wall. The 
General saw this, and in vexation cried 
out, “ My God, why don’t you take a 
chair, when there are plenty here not 
occupied.” 

The man arose and seated himself in 
a chair, but in so awkward and yncom- 
fortable a manner that he looked as if 
he might slip from it at any moment. 
But when this uneouth person came to 
transact his business with the General, 
he turned out to be a man of no ordinary 
abilities. His description of a route he 
took as guide and trailer for the Ogala- 
las, in bringing them from the Platte to 
this place, was minute, and to me ex- 
ceedingly interesting. Every war party 
that for the season had crossed his trail, 
he described with minuteness as to the 
number, thé kind of arms they had, and 
stated the tribes they belonged to. In 
these, strange revelations that he made 
there was neither imposition nor suppo- 
sition, for he gave satisfactory reasons 
for every assertion he made. 

I have rode several huadred miles 
with an experienced guide and trailer, 
Hack, whom I interrogated upon many 
points im ie practice of this art. Nearly 
all tracks I saw, either old or new, as a 
novinee in the art I questioned him 
about. In going to the Niobra river, 
we crossed the track of an Indian pony. 
My guide followed the track a few wiles 
and then said; It is the track of a stray, 
black horse, with a long, bushy tail, 
nearly starved to death, has a split hoof 
on the left fore foot, and goes yery lame, 
and he passed heye easly this moruing. 
Astonished and inanaliaieen I asked 
him the reasons for knowing these par- 
ticulars by the tracks of the animal, 
when he replied : “ It was a stray horse, 
because it did not go in a direct line ;
